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The applicant has received and reviewed the office action wherein the office withdrew 
the prior rejection and has now rejected the claims on new art. In addition the office has 
for the first time raised objections to the form and nature of the claims. 


The applicant acknowledges the options presented by the office and elects to hold in 
abeyance the appeal until the applicant has had an opportunity to address the newly cited 
art. 


More specifically, the office stated that "claims 1, 3-5,7 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S. 
C. 103 as being anticipated by Ronden (U.S.4,078,867) in view of Humphrey et al (US 
4,084,914)" It is assumed that the office meant to say "obvious" rather than "anticipated". 
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
